Based on the description of the Arca of Potential Effect (APE) and the identificatian of historic
properties within the APE, our office concurs with the assessment that no properties listed in or
eligible for listing in the National Register of Historic Places will be affected by this project.

If aschacological materials are encountered during construction, the procedures codified at 36
CFR 800.13(b) will apply. Archaeological materials consist of any items, fifty years oid or older,
which were made or used by man. These items include, but are not limited to, stone projectile
points (arrowheads), cerami¢ sherds, bricks, worked wood, bane and stone, metal and glass
objects, and human skeletal materials.
